Your  Worship  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  nv  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  of  Ware ham  for  the  year  1945. 

Your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  EM  .  Thomas,  resigned  on  31st  January, 
1945,  and  Mr.  H.J.  Arney,  whom  you  appointed  in  his  place,  took  up 
duties  on  1st  May,  1945. 

Live  births  totalled  56,  r iving  a  birth  rate  of  21.3  per  1,000  for 
the  Borourh  as  compared  with  16.1  for  Ew  land  and  Wales.  Deaths 
totalled  34  giving  a  death  rate  per  1,000  population  of  12.9  for  the 
Borourh  as  compared  with  11.4  for  England  and  Wales. 

Measles  was  epidemic  during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  93  cases 
being  notified,  rivinr  a  notification  rate  per  1,000  population  three 
times  that  for  Hr.  lard  and  Wales.  The  notification  rate  per  1,000 
population  for  pneumonia  was  almost  5  tines  that  for  the  country  as  a 
whole.  Ho  cases  of  scarlet  fever  or  whooping  cough  were  notified  during 
the  irear  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  notifiable  infectious  disease, 
other  than  one  from  acute  polio-encephalitis. 

One  new  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  new  case  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  durinr,  the  year.  Thore  were  four 
deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  cases  of  scabies  (4)  and  verminous  conditions  (9) 
notified  as  occurrinj  in  children  of  school  a  e  is  higher  than  that  for 
the  preceding  ~rear;  but  cannot  be  re  arded  as  excessive. 

The  arran.f  ements  for  the  immunisation  of  children  a.  ainst  diphtheria 
remain  the  sane  as  in  previous  years.  The  percenta,  e  of  the  child 
population  immunised  at  the'  e-'d  of  the  -  ear  in  the  age  f  roup  under  5 
years  was  62.3  and  in  the  ape  /.roup  5  to  15  years  89.5/.  Ever1'  effort 
is  made  to  increase  the  percentare  immunised  in  the  under  five  group. 
Birthday  cards  are  sent  to  all  children  in  the  Borourh.  at  one  '''•ear  old 
rivinr.  information  to  the  parents  of  the  time  and  place  where  their 
children  may  be  immunised  free. 

The  sewera  e  system  and  disposal  works  are  well  maintained;  but  in 
recent  years  it  has  become  obvious  that  the  land  used  for  the  treatment 
of  the  sewage  is  becoming  sewa  e  sick  and  unable  tQ  deal  satisfactorily 
with  the  volume  of  sewage.  In  the  near  future  the  Council  will  have  to 
consider  making  extensions  to  their  disposal  works  in  order  to  avoid 
pollution  of  the  neighbourin' :  stream  which  flows  into  the  River  Fiddle  and 
complaints  from  the  occupiers  of  houses  in  the  Sandford  Road,  of  nuisance 
from  offensive  odours. 

Ho  new  houses  were  built  in  the  Borourh  durin;  the  ’’•ear  under  review, 
but  the  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year  had  taken  preliminary  steps  which 
would  enable  an  early  start  to  be  made  on  the  building  of  permanent  houses 
on  the  Bere  Road  Housing  Site  and  the  erection  of  prefabricated  houses  on 
the  Moreton’s  Lane  Site. 

There  arre  f ew  who  need  convincing  of  the  relationship  between  housing 
conditions  and  health  and  much  has  been  done  in  raisin!-;  the  standard  of 
sanitation  and  facilities  for  hygienic  livinj  conditions  in  new  houses 
provided  by  local  authorities;  yet  in  the  important  matter  of  the  provision 
of  adequate  air  space  and.  ventillation  of  bedrooms  the  standard  is  low. 

It  is  generally  accepted  that  there  is  a  relationship  between  over¬ 
crowding  of  living  accommodation  and  incidence  of  many  of  the  infectious 
diseases,  diseases  of  the  respiratory  tract,  and' acute  rheumatism  and 
rheumatic  heart  disease,  and  that  the  most  effective  method  of  prevention 
of  the  diseases  spread  by  droplet  infection  is  adequate  spacing  and 
ventillation.  It  is  regrettable,  therefore,  that  the  standard  of  the 


Housin'-.  Act  which  ignores  space  requirements  of  children  under  one  -oar 
of  a.,'",0  and  treats  children  under  ten  years  of  ape  as  requirin'  only  half 
that  for  an  adult,  should  become  the  basis  of  assessing  the  mininun 
family  space  requirements  in  nevr  houses.  The  space  requirements  of 
children,  who  are  susceptible  to  infections,  should  oe  treated  as  a^ 
least  equal  to  that  of  an  adult. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  yourselves  for  your  support 
and  consideration  durinr  the  year  in  matters  concerning  the  public  health 
and  sanitary  administration  of  the  Borouph,  and  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
for  his  co-operation  and  the  efficient  manner  in  which  he  carried  out  all 

his  duties.

The  water  supple  is  from  two  wells  at  Worgret _ heath  about  2/3  mile  from 
the  Borough  boundary*  The  Old  rell  or  Worgret  Heath,  101  ft.  above  O.D. 
is  about  100  ft.  deep  in  the  Earshot  Sand  and  Clay  Series  rrith  a  water  rest 
level  of  11  ft.  The  New  Well,  sunk  in  1940  in  the  nearby  river  noadow,  is 
30  ft.  deep  with  a  water  rest  level  of  25  ft. 

The  water  is  pumped  through  an  aerating  spray  to  a  concrete  tower  30  ft. 
in  height  where  it  is  dosed  with  line  36  lbs.  ”.or  100,000  pals.  The  water 
is  then  filtered  through  pomutit  pressure  filters  10  lbs.  per  sauare  inch, 
after  which  it  is  chlorinated  at  the  rate  of  10  lbs.  chlorine  per  million 
gallons  of  water.

Thero  have  been  no  alterations  to  the  sewerage  and  drainage  systems  durinp 
the  ,'rear.  Storm  vrater  is  excluded  fror.-i  the  sever  ape  system  and  is  druined 
either  by  soakawav  pits  or  through  old  storm.  ’rater  drains  to  the  Rivers  Prone 
and  Piddle.  apart  from  the  Borour  h  the  sewerage  system  receives  drainage  from 
27  houses  on  the  Bestwall  Rotate  in  the  ad ioining  Rural  District. 

The  sevrerare  worvs  consist  of  three  pumping  stations  situated  at  South 
Bestwall,  North  3ridr,o,  and  Northport,  and  a  disposal  works  situated  on  8  acres 
of  land  on  the  Borough  boundarv  to  the  north-oast  of  the  town.  Tho  len/  th  of 
risinr  mains  is  3,800  yards  and  provision  is  made  for  the  chlorination  of 
sewage  at  the  pumpin'  stations,  but  little  or  no  chlorination  was  carried  out 
durin  the  ’'ear.

The  effluent  from  tho  Dortmund  Tanks  is  run  off  into  broad  trenches  and 
durin  wet  nerj  Is  -these  trenches  are  all  full  to  overflowing  and  are  liable 
to  drain  direct  into  the  neighbouring  stream  which  flows  into  tho  River 
Piddle.  The  land  has  become  sewa  e  sick  and  is  now  inadequate  to  deal  with 
the  volume  of  S6vra.ro .  T’rare  is  no  evitable  land  available  near  tho  works 
for  tho  extension  of  land,  treatment  and  it  appears  obvious  that  extension  of 
the  works  b’r  the  installation  of  percolating  filters  will  eventually  have  to 
be  considered.

Housing* 

Although  thero  is  a  shortage  of  houses  in  the  Borough  tho  immediate 
housing  problem  is  not  so  acute  as  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  There  are 
many  old  houses  in  the  Boron;  h  whoso  condition,  even  before  the  war ,  called 
for  extensive  alterations  to  brinr  then  up  to  a  reasonable  standard  for 
habitation.  During  tho  war  voars  the  condition  of  these  houses  further 
deteriorated  and  a  number  of  others  have  fallen  into  this  category.  It  is 
honed  when  building  conditions  return  to  normal  it  will  be  possible  to  deal 
adequately  with  those. 

Thero  have  been  no  cases  of  gross  ovororowding  but  there  are  a  number 
of  young  married  couples  living  in  roams  who  are  anxious  to  find  ho?:es  of 
their  own.  In  many  casoc  father,  mother,  and  baby  live  in  one  small  room.
